membership in the society, to briefly review 
the aims and purposes for which the An- 
dover Historical Society was formed. 

The society was incorporated in 1911, as 
set forth in its charter “for the purpose of 
cultivating and encouraging an interest in 
antiquarian and historical research; and to 
found and maintain a museum where such 
collections may be preserved and exhibited, 
thus making a valuable, interesting and 
educational feature in the life of Andover.” 

In a town wherein the educational, 
agricultural and manufacturing interests 
are so fairly divided, the Historical society 
has held in a measure, a minor part among

porators. It has been thought, and I fear 
sometimes believed, that the society was a 

close corporation,” open only to those who 
could claim Andover ancestry; this is not so, 
either by implication or usage; the society 
welcomes all who have in mind the objects 
for which it was founded, and are simply 
willing to aid by membership and the pay- 
ment of its very small annual dues, in the 
life and growth of the society. In the short 
space of time since our exhibit of historical 
objects in the Town Hall, the membership 
has practically doubled, and the list of 
members will I think convince those who 
have been somewhat skeptical in regard to 
the place which the society has filled in the 
‘town, that there is not only a need, but a 
want for such an organization. It is now 
hoped that with its greatly increased mem- 
bership, and the hearty cooperation of all 
who are able to participate, the society 
may inaugurate and carry out a “get-to- 
gether” entertainment in the near future, 
also a series of whist parties, food sales and 
such other measures as will tend to make for 
a better acquaintance among its members 
and add to the project for which we are all 
working, the acquiring of a substantial and 
permanent home for the society.

The Andover National Bank 


The Andover National Bank was chartered 

by the State Legislature, March 4, 1826. 
The first meetings for the organization of the 
bank were held at James Locke’s tavern, and 
June 26, 1826, business was commenced in a 
brick building on. Main street. Accommo- 
dations in the present building were first 
occupied in May 1890. 

In 1865 the banks was reorganized under 
the laws of the United States and named 
“The Andover National Bank.” The 
original capital was $100,000 which. was 
increased July 26, 1836 to $250,000. On 
March 7, 1840, this figure was reduced to 
$125.000 the figure at which it stands today. 
This is due to changed methods in banking 
and the large sums of money made available 
by the depositors. 

The remarkable ex nsion of the business 
of this bank in the last ten years is shown 
by the fact that in November of 1913, the 
total deposits were $385.000 as compared 
with $2,401,251.88 at the close of busiress 
November 5, 1923.

SHAWSHEEN WAREHOUSE 


Ten-Story Building Latest Addition 
to Equipment of Future Worsted 
Center of United States 


The completion and opening of the new 
building of the Shawsheen Warehouse 
company at Shawsheen Village, is another 
step forward in the community’s develop- 
ment and a logical advance toward what 
many consider is its certain future position 
“the worsted center of the United States.” 

The public sotrehouse of this:company for 
bonded and free stores is a ten-story building 
located beside the tracks of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad near the Shawsheen station. 
It is the latest type cement construction with 
large windows allowing a maximum of light. 
The building is supplied with two freight 
and one tray elevator and two outside hoists, 
assuring rapid and efficient handling of wool 
in any size bale or bag. 

Cornelius A. Wood, president of the 
Shawsheen Warehouse company, outlined 
some of the advantages of the storehouse to- 

ay, 
sheen Warehouse hasa tremendous advantage 
in its location. We are on a siding of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad with facilities 
for shipping, without rehandling, to all 
points, whether North, South, East or West, 
and then it is practically in Lawrence, the 
largest wool consuming center of the country, 
and is located nearer the mill centers of 
Maine and New Hampshire, than any other 
bonded warehouse that I know of. 

“The mills of Lawrence are continually 
troubled in the winter by blocked highways 
due to severe snow storms and in some 
cases, as you know, they have been forced to 
close in the winter season through lack of 
raw. material. When you consider that to 
close down a large mill for even a single day 
costs from five to ten thousand dollars, you 
can readily see how wool stored in our ware- 
house will have an advantage over those 
wools that are a day or two away and th’s 
will hold true as well, to a large extent, 
throughout the year. 

“The building is of the most modern fire- 
proof construction and is equipped with a 
thorough sprinkling system which permits 
insurance rates far below those of store- 
houses in Boston. 


He said, “In the first place the Shaw~-}- 


“The freight rates,” he said, “on wools to 
Shawsheen are the same as for wools to 
Boston, from any of the wool-growing 
districts of the United States, and the lower 
handling and storage charges offset, for 
foreign wools, the added cost for trucking or 
freighting to our warehouse.” 

He then described the facilities that are 
provided for grading wool in the warehouse 
which through its exceptional light is ad- 
mirably fitted for this process and specially 
stressed the fact that as great privacy in 


grading may be had as in any wool ware-" 


house in the country. 

A journey through the building amply 
bears out his statements concerning its 
construction and its well-lighted floors. The 
visitor cannot fail to be impressed with its 
appearance, arrangement and the precau- 
tions against fire that are provided. 

The capacity of the warehouse is 
40,000,000 pounds of grease wool and large 
shipments are already -being stored there 
under the direction of Albert Ennis, the 
local manager. In addition to Mr. Cornelius 
Wood as president, Geroge M. Wallace is 
general manager of the Shawsheen Ware- 
house company and under their able di- 
rection this enterprise seems assured of a 
promising future. Both the wool merchants 
of Boston, and the mills of Lawrence and 
vicinity should find in the warehouse a 
service that will add to the efficiency and 
convenience of their transactions.
